Chest X Rays 
May Not Show All 


Lawrence Lamb. M.I). 


Pear Dr. L a m b—I have 


had an X ray of my chest be- 
cause I have worked in the 
coal mines for 30 years. The 
chest was clear. Even so I 
cough a lot at night and I 
have to sleep on a raised 
pillow. When I walk a short 
distance, even slowly, I get 
short-winded and get a dull 
ache in my chest. Is this due 
to coal dust in my lungs or is 
it possible that I have em- 
physema? I am not a heavy 
smoker. 


Dear R e a d e r—Chest X 


rays are of great value in 
diagnosing a number of dis- 
eases of the lungs and heart, 
particularly tuberculosis, tu- 
mors and things which affect 
the size and shape of the 
heart. Even though the chest 
X ray may appear normal, 
there may be some abnor- 
mality in the function of the 
lungs. 


In emphysema, for exam- 


ple, 
or diseases which have 


similar effects, the small air 
sacs lose their normal elas- 
ticity much like an over- 
distended balloon. The neck 
or opening to the small air 
sacs may b e c o m e con- 
stricted. These changes in 
the ability of the lung to ex- 
pand and contract are not 
sufficient to show on the X 
ray. This is why many peo- 
ple have s y m p t o m s like 
shortness of breath from em- 
p h y s e m a for quite some 
time before the X rays show 
any remarkable changes. 


The function of the lungs 


is best studied by certain

Dear Reader—Mellorine is 


a frozen dessert belonging to 
the ice cream and ice milk 
group. The essential differ- 
ence is that the fat in mello- 
rine is not milk fat. The 
amount of fat used in the 
mellorine preparations var- 
ies from state to state. Since 
the package usually doesn't 
tell you how much fat the 
mellorine contains, the only 
way to find out would be to 
write the manufacturer. 


You can use the same calo- 


rie v a l u e s g i v e n for ice 
cream or ice milk for mello- 
rine with a similar amount 
of fat. Of course, mellorine 
has a lot of calories in it. 
Whether you are really de- 
creasing your calories or not 
by using mellorine depends 
upon its fat content. If there 
is a lot of fat in it then, of 
course, too much mellorine 
is not good for you. 


Some of the ice milks that 


have been marketed contain 
as little as 4 per cent fat. 
These can be used in mod- 
eration in place of richer ice 
cream.

Russia Gave 
Warning in 
1967 War 
NEW YORK (AP) — Former 


President Lyndon B. Johnson 
says Soviet Premier Alexei N. 
Kosygin used the hot line dur- 
ing the 1967 Arab-Israeli war to 
warn that Moscow was pre- 
pared to take military action if 
necessary. 


The warning came on the 


morning of June 10 after the 
forces of Soviet-supported Pres- 
ident Gamal Abdel Nasser of 
Egypt and other Arab armies 
had suffered extensive defeats. 


Johnson said he responded by 


ordering the 
U^S. 6th Fleet 


closer to the Syrian coast as a 
"signal that the United States 
of America and its government 
was prepared for the situation 
that would confront it if it were 
confronted." 


"This was a very tense mo- 


ment," Johnson recalled during 
an interview filmed in Austin, 
Tex., for the CBS-TV "60 Min- 
utes" program shown Tuesday 
night. The tension eased later 
the same day when a cease.-fire 
was reached. 


The Kosygin message was 


not the first time the hot line 
was used during the 1967 war. 
Qualified U.S. officials reported 
at the time that Kosygin first 
messaged Johnson on June 5, 
the morning the fighting broke 
out. 


Kosygin suggested on June 5 


that the United States and the 
Soviet Union work together to 
ensure peace and said the So- 
viet Union did not want war in 
the Middle East, according to 
reports at the time. 


Johnson said in the television 


interview that he received wqrd 
on the morning of the 10th 
"that Mr. Kosygin desires the 
President to come to the equip- 
ment." 


In that message, "Kosygin 


said that they had reached a 
very crucial decision, that they 
were prepared to do what was 
necessary including using the 
military," Johnson recalled. 


"He (Kosygin) mentioned the 


words 'grave catastrophe.' He 
mentioned the words 'indepen- 
dent decision.' He mentioned 
the word 'military,'" Johnson 
said. 


"When the leader of another 


state talks about a very crucial 
moment, foresees the risk of a 
'grave catastrophe,' and he 
states that unless Israel uncon- 
ditionally halts operations with- 
in the next few hours that the 
Soviet Union will take neces- 
sary, 'necessary 
actions in- 


military,' this is pretty 


business," 
Johnson 


said. 


Johnson said he asked Secre- 


tary 
of Defense Robert 
S. 


McNamara the location of the 
6th Fleet. He was told it was 
300 miles of Syria and under or- 
ders to stay at least 100 miles 
from the coast. 


"I then said to Secretary 


McNamara, 'Let's modify the 
fleet's orders. Let's change it 
from 100 miles off the Syrian 
coast to 50 miles off the Syrian 
coast,'" Johnson continued. 


"Every man in that room 


knew and all the leaders of the 
Soviet Union knew that every 
movement of that fleet was 
being monitored by the Soviet 
Union; and any changes in its 
direction would immediately be 
intercepted by the Soviet Union 
and be known to them," he 
said. "That was the signal."

Mayday Riots 
Still Making 
Waves

WASHINGTON (AP) - Last 


week's Mayday antiwar demon- 
strations are continuing to send 
ripples across the nation's legal 
and political surface and there 
are indications they will contin- 
ue to spread. 


The 
latest 
developments 


came Thursday in the form of 
indictments, suits against fed- 
eral and Washington police offi- 
cials and a new promise of an- 
other 
round 
of 
civil dis- 


obedience June 1. 


Indicted Thursday for alleg- 


edly doing here what he was 
convicted of doing during the 
tumultuous 1968 Democratic 
National Convention in Chicago 
was Yippie Abbie Hoffman. He 
was 
charged 
with crossing 


state lines to incite a riot. 


Concurrently, a grand jury in 


the District of Columbia Superi- 
or Court indicted a Connecticut 
pacifist on charges of assault- 
ing a Washington police officer 
with a portable loudspeaker. He 
is Bradford Lyttle Jr., a coor- 
dinator of the People's Coali- 
tion for Peace and Justice. 


Hoffman also was accused of 


interfering with a police officer 
during a riot, a violation of fed- 
eral law. The charges against 
Lyttle are local ones developed 
by the Justice Department. 


Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell, 


whose chief of internal secur- 
ity, Robert A. Mardian, is di- 
recting the government's inves- 
tigation of Mayday and Coali- 
tion leaders, reportedly 
told 


newsmen Thursday. 


"A lot of these people are go- 


ing to be pretty busy in court 
the next few months. The grand 
jury sitting here will undoubt- 
edly come up with more infor- 
mation that will lead to in- 
dictments of more defendants." 


Leading to the indictments 


against Hoffman 
and 
Lyttle 


was the unsuccessful attempt 
by antiwar demonstrators to 
block traffic into the nation's 
capital May 3. 


In Hoffman's case, the gov- 


ernment described the situation 
as a riot; in Lyttle's it did not. 
Hoffman and Lyttle already 
Had been arrested, bonded and 
released on the charges. 


"I had about as much to do 


with 
the demonstrations in 


Washington as the Capital 
bombing or the earthquake in 
Los Angeles which I also ex- 
pect to be indicted for," Hoff- 
man said in Madison, N.J., 
Thursday night. 


Also charged but not yet in- 


dicted in connection with the 
Mayday demonstrations 
are 


two other alumni of the Chi- 
cago conspiracy trial in which 
five persons, Hoffman included, 
were convicted of interstate 
travel to promote a riot.

Louisiana 
Fraud Case 
to Jury

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — The 


five-week fraud and conspiracy 
trial of state Atty. Gen. Jack 
Gremillion and two other men 
charged in connection with the 
defunct 
Louisiana 
Loan and 


Thrift Corp. was expected to go 
to the jury today. 


The prosecution finished its 


closing 
arguments 
Thursday 


morning and the attorney for 
defendant 
Earnest 
Bartlett 


spent the afternoon pleading 
with the jury to acquit his 
client. 


Attorneys for Gremillion and 


the other defendant, state Rep. 
Salvador 
Anzelmo, 
were to 


present their closing statements 
today. 


U.S. Dist. Judge Alvin B. Rub- 


in said he hopes to have time to 
charge the jury later today and 
allow deliberations to begin. 


The Jurors have gone home 


each night during the trial, but 
will be kept together after delib- 


erations begin. 


The government's case was 


summed up Thursday by Ed- 
ward J. Barnes Jr., a special at- 
torney for the Justice Depart- 
ment. 


He said the defendants de- 


ceived state and federal offi- 
cials, the public and their own 
stockholders. 


The Justice Department attor- 


ney said Gremillion had a finan- 
cial interest in the firm and 
helped to organize it. 


"Whenever a stumbling block 


appeared in the path of the com- 
pany, Mr. Gremillion was there 
to lift it out of the way," said 
Barnes. 


Bartlett's 
attorney, Jerome 


Winsberg, said the government 
failed to show that Bartlett act- 
ed with any criminal intent. 
Winsberg said Bartlett never 
acted in bad faith and only fol- 
lowed the advice of his attor- 
neys. 


He conceded that Bartlett 


made changes in stock records 
and in minutes of board meet- 
ings, but said this "was making 
the books reflect what the facts 
were" in line with his duties as 
chief executive officer of the 
corporation. 


Conviction on all 15 counts
